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The great Trouts pafs out of the Lake for four months of the Sum. 
mer.and are taken in autumn when they are returning thither. The 
Fifliing is farmed out at Geneva •, and there are Confervatories where 
many ofthofe big Trouts are kept, among which there are feme that 
weigh fifty pounds. Sometimes they catch Pikes there of eighty pounds 
weight i and a pound weight at Geneva you know to be eighteen 
ounces. 

In the months of July and Aurufi they fifli there for the Fry of 
pearches, at a time when they are no bigger than the fmaheft taggs. 
Thefe are a very delicious difii, there called MillrCantons.

T His piece appearing by the Preface to have been writ from the 
Authors own Experience, we thought good here to take notice of

In this fame Chapter is difeourfed 
of Inarehirtfs, to be ufed in Trees, whole Cions will tiot be grafted if 
taken clean from the Tree,whereon they grew at the firft : Where the 
Reader is taught,how in a year or two ftore of Aprecocks may be pro. 
duced without I noculation,by fetting before-hand Plum-ftocks round 
about an Aprccock-Trce at fuch a diltance,as that they may be grafted 
by thefc wayes of Inarching. 

4_Certain Rules to be obferved in and after Grafting}together with 
a cenfure of vulgar Grafters, thatalways pick off the fide-buds, till 
fuch time as the Tree is high enough.* Adding alfo fome advertife- 
nients for the Choice of Grafts. 

5. Of Inoculation.and the principal time for it} together with di¬ 
rections,what fort of Trees are firft to be inoculated,which laft, and 
which between both : As alfo,of the quickeft and fafeft way of Inocu¬ 
lation } and of the Authors opinion concerning that manner of Ino¬ 
culation, which is made without taking away the wood from within 
the Efcutcheons. To which are added inftruftions concerning the fit- 
teft Weather for inoculating ^ and how to prevent mifehief by much 
heat,drought,and hard winter } as likewife a mark whereby to know, 
whether the bud have taken or no. All which is concluded with an af- 
lignment of theCaufe,why the greateft part of Trees yield better and 
fairer fruit through Inlition,tban when permitted to bear from Seed ? 
The determination of which is here attempted to be made by com¬ 
paring Trees and Animals, and by the coniiderationof the manner of 
Nutrition in the latter.
